MADEMOISELLE JEANNE BOLE, the painter of the 
charming picture, 'At the Fountain,' which we engrave, is 
a native of Paris, and a pupil of M. Chaplin. She exhibited 



in the Salon of 1875 tw0 pictures, entitled respectively 'The Two 
Friends,' and 'Going to School,' which were characteristic works, 
and painted in the style of the heroine of our engraving. The girl 




at the fountain has followed a flowery path, and has filled her apron 
with the fragrant blossoms. She has reached the fountain, and 
clasps the water-jar to her breast, as if awaiting the coming of a 
companion. The fountain, with its quaint old head, is suggestive 



of a Roman garden, but the figure of the girl reminds us of a 
Parisian flower-girl. Her face is charming, and the engraver has 
fully succeeded in reproducing the gracefulness of drawing and 
delicate sentiment of the original painting.
